Juch Depredations of \awiefs Power; when not only 
themfelves feel the Effects of their ciiminal Supistes 
nefs, but that the Evil is tranfmitted to their inno- 
cent Pofterity ; unlefs indeed, as in the prefent cafe, 
a Revolution, begot by the Meafures, idtercepts the

Ona his Return, nothing more remarkable hap- 
pened fur, fome time, than his offering himfcit a 
Candidate, once or twice, to ferve his Country in 
Parliament ; but the Stream of Court Oppotition 
bore down bis Lntereft, and he could never gain an 
Ele&tion. As be defpifed all mean Conceffions, & 
as he ftill preierved his Honour immaculate, it could 
not be expected, that, in a Reign like Charles's, be 
could have many Admirers; tho’ confidsring the 
Pravity of the Times, he had perhaps more than 
his Share ; and it was this, co-inciding to aggravate 
the old Grudge Charles had always bore him, that 
in all Probability determined his Fate. 

Tho’ Aflafination might have done the Bufinefs 
conveniently enough at /rancfort, or any where out 
of the King’s Dominions, another more {pecious 
Expedient of Murder was neceflary, or at leaft 
would look more decent, in Great-Britain, For 
this Purpofe, a Plot muft be hatched, and Sidney 
made a Principal in it.

He fpoke 
little, his Prayer was very fhort, and his Head was 
cut off at one Blow.’’
